One of those exciting episodes which 
occasionally occnr during railroad con­ 
struction enlivened the Eagle Rock val* 
ley yesterday, to the disgust, however, 
of the residents of that place. The Gar- 
vaDza, or Rogers Railroad, as it is better 
known, has been so often mentioned in 
these colninns that a detailed description 
of it is unnecessary. A section of it, 
about 4% miles in length, was built from 
Garvanza west into the Eagle Rock val­ 
ley last spring, but was never UBed for 
more than a week, as it was claimed that 
the patronage was not sufficient for 
its support. In point of fact, it 
was 
only 
a “boom" road 
con­ 
ceived by Rogers when things were 
at their best, and although Eagle Rock 
Valley íb not thickly populated the in­ 
habitants on having pointed out to them 
the immense advantages which were to 
accrue to them through the road, subsi­ 
dized, it is said, the affair to the amount 
of $15,000. They therefore regarded the 
line to a certain extent as their own and 
although it was not in operation they 
jealously watched it when the Rogers 
lines, including of course the Eagle Rock 
branch, were transferred to the .Nathan 
Cole syndicate. They were somewhat 
aroused shortly afterwards, for the rumor 
got about that Eagle Rock was tobe boom­ 
ed up again, but their hopes fell with a 
terrible crash when, a few weeks ago, 
the road passed into the hands of a com­ 
pany controlled by Captain John Croes, 
the President of the Los Angeles, Glen­ 
dale and Pacific Road. The announce­ 
ment was then made that the main line 
was to be extended into Pasadeua at 
once, bnt although it was not openly de­ 
clared, it was generally underetx>d that 
the Eagle Rock branch had been declared 
uselesH by the company. The dwellers 
of the little valley determined, however, 
to keep their road where it wae, 
aud Captain Cross and party realizing 
the situation determined to bring the 
matter to a focus by taking up the track 
at once. The plan of action was, how­ 
ever, kept very quiet, and Contractors 
McCrabbe and Backman were instructed 
to have a force of men and teams on 
hand on Saturday last after nightfall, 
and to start in and remove the disputed 
branch line. 
IN TIIE SHADOWS OF NIGHT. 
At 9 o’clock on the night appointed, 
110 men and sixty teams drew into Gar­ 
vanza, and at once commenced the task 
before them. They removed the bolts 
and spikes, and by daybreak yesterday 
were hard at, work tearing up the 
rails and ties and freighting them 
into 
Garvanza. 
The residents of 
the Eagle Rock Valley soon got wind of 
what was going on, and came down in 
force and ordered the workmen to desist. 
It looked at one time as if a big row 
would occur, but the contractors ex­ 
plained that their laborers were simply 
acting under orders from headquarters. 
An endeavor was then made to get a writ 
of injunction, but it bein^ Sunday this was 
supposed to be impossible, Capt. Cross 
having laid his plans to thus prevent any 
legal interference. There was nothing 
to be done, therefore, but to look on at 
the work of destruction, and at 7 in the 
evening the last wagon-load was started, 
and the unpleasant task of the workmen 
was over. Altogether about 320 tons of 
material were removed and freighted 
into Garvanza, where it now lies and 
will be nsed on the extension of the main 
line. The citizens, in the neighborhood 
affected, declare that they will not let 
their rights be over-ridden in such a 
manner, and the affair will doubtless 
get into the courts to-day. 
AN ACCIDENT OCCURS. 
One very sad incident was connected 
with

day. One of 
the teamsters named 
Fuller, while engaged in his work 
had the ill-luck to get hfs horses scared, 
and they ran away, throwing him to the 
ground and running over him with the 
heavy wagon. Both of bis arms and 
one of his legs were brokon, and he also 
received a severe scalp wound. He was 
taken to his home, where he now lies in 
a precarious condition, although the doc­ 
tors say that his injuries are not necee- 
saiilv fatal.

•that he was unconscious for some time, 
and that he came too and felt chilled 
and cold; that the door was wida open, 
and that he got up and closed it, the 
effort causing him to vomit a quantity of 
blood; that he returned to bed and saw 
his pistol, which he had left on the chair 
by the lamp, laving by the side of the 
deceased in bed. The wound in the 
head of the man had the appearance of 
a gunshot wound. It was powder-burned 
around for about an inch, and the hair 
was singed. 
In my opinion the woman 
never moved after she was shot. I made 
a post mortem examination of her re­ 
mains yesterday, and found a punctured 
wound extending through both hem ­ 
ispheres of |the brain, which caused her 
death.

The inquest on the remains of the un­ 
fortunate French woman who was killed 
ia a brothel on Alameda street on Friday 
morning, was held at 10 a. m. yesterday 
by Coroner M eredith at tbe morgue. 
The first witness called was Joe Sing, 
th e cook employed by tbe deceased, and 
he testified as follows: “ I have worked 
for the deceased a week. On Friday 
m orning at 7 o’clock I made coffee and 
called her and Scott by knocking at the 
bedxcom door, which is next to the kit­ 
chen. I get no answer, so I went to mar 
k e t and returned about 0 o'clock and 
cooke i breakfast. 
I then called them 
again, but did not get any answer. 
About 1 o’clock I was over by the fence 
I heard tom e noine in their loom, and I 
thought it was them calling me, so 1 
went to the room and opened the door, 
w hich was not locked. I looked in the 
room and saw the man and woman both 
in bed. There was blood on the floor 
and on the bed. I then weDt to the sa­ 
loon and called the saloon-keeper.” 
Alfred Oliver, the saloon-keeper in 
question, who resides at No. 305 Ala­ 
m eda street, a few duors from the scene 
of the tragedy, was the next witness, 
and testified as follows: 
“ The deceased 
w ent bv the nam e of Annie, and Scott 
lived with her. On Thursday evening 
between 10:30 and II o’clock Scott got 
out of a hack in front of No. 313, and 
came into my place, where he bought a 
half-pmt flask of whisky and gum, and 
left the house. 
The next afternoon, 
about 1 o’clock, a Chinaman came tom ' 
saloon and i f t l m e to go with him ,and 
I w*»nt to the room of tbe deceased. The 
C l in in an pushed opeo the door, and I 
saw Scott lying on tne front of the bed, 
and the woman on the other side.

I then went and telephoned 
for the police.”

In th e d ay s of :‘54.40 or fight,” in th e 
early forties, during the dispute betw een 
G reat B ritain and th e U nited States as to 
th e northw estern boundary line, Congress 
passed a law granting a full section of 
land in th e country now called O regon, 
to any citizen of G roat B ritain 
w ho 
w ould settle in th e country. 
If h e w ere 
a m arried m an h is wife m ight tak e u p a 
like am ount of th e soil. 
T he object w as 
to induce im m igration to th e territo ry 
claim ed by G reat B ritian, so as to hold 
it for th e U nited States in case of a d is­ 
p ute. 
T he m atter was am icably settled , 
and it is jocularly reported in th e VVeb- 
foot land to-day th a t one of th e things 
w hich aided in th e settlem en t in favor of 
th e A m erican claim w as a report m ade 
by

C om m issioner

th e B ritish C rown to inquire in to the 
value of th e territory in uispnte. 
T his 
report recited th a t th e couutry w as not 
w orth th e profane expression of

in eb riated perform er on th e violin, and 
tire proof of th is w as th at, w hile the 
rivers w ere full of salm on, th e fish had 
not sense enough to “ rise to a tly.” 
T he inducem ent in th e way of land 
drew a great m any steady pioneers into 
th e territory, an d am ong those 
who 
cam e early w as a young m an nam ed 
Jam es B. S tephens. 
H e took u p 610 
acres of land ou th e east side of the 
W illam ette river ju st across th e stream 
from w here th e city of Portland wa9 
afterw ard founded. 
Stephens w as a 
m an of m ark ed force of ch aracter, but 
rough and eccentric, pleasant enough to 
those he liked, b ut not a b it so to any­ 
one who incurred h is displeasure. 
He 
was very self-w illed, an d never w ent out 
of his w ay to avoid a tight. 
8TKPBEN8’ FAMILY. 
By th e years th a t closed th e d ecade of 
th e fifties, S tephens had grow n up around 
him on h is farm a little fam ily com pris­ 
ing a d au g h ter and a son. 
T he girl was 
m arkedly handsom e, of rare social q u al­ 
ities, a great belle a n d th e ad m ired of all 
adm irers of th e m ale sex. 
S tephens 
w as well to do, and passionately fond of 
lth e girl, w hose every whim h e took de- 
ight in gratifying. 
T he S tate In san e Asylum was a t Katt. 
P o rtlan d , and S tep h en s’ farm w as then 
subdivided an d m ade an addition to the 
town. 
D r. H aw thorne, one of th e most 
genial m en th e sun ever rose on, w as in 
charge of th e in stitu tio n , a n d he h a d as 
h is assistan t a young m an n am ed Loryea.

was

Loryea was n early , p erhaps q uite, six 
feet hig h , aDd when young h ad th e p>se 
of an Apollo. 
H e w as a rem arkably 
handsom e m an . 
H e h ad tale it of a rare 
order, and gave prom ise of rising to great 
distinction. 
T he 
asylum 
a n d 
the 
S tephens 
grounds joined. 
T he h and­ 
som e young doctor, an d th e p retty belle 
o fte n ‘ m et in the roads or w alks over­ 
hung w ith tall pines, o r in the parlors of 
som e friends w here they trod together 
th e giddy m azes of w altz or quadrille. 
T hings w ent with them literally m erry 
as a m arriage bell, for abont th e en d of 
th is decade th e young people w ere duly 
m arried. 
Nor was th ere one voice in all 
P ortland th a t was not raised in cordial 
congratulation, for all looked u p o n the 
union as likely to prove a happy one, and 
all th o u g h t th e young couple a b o u t the 
m ost fortunate in th e land. 
M r. S tephens was particularly pleased, 
for Loryea w as looked upon as a rising 
m an. 
H e w as, m oreover, a m an of ex­ 
ceptionally pleasant address. H is friends 
w ere legion amoDg all classes of the 
people. 
T he fath er of th e b rid e gave 
th em ten acres of beautiful land rig h t on

T he house was m ost elab o rately and 
perfectly furnished. 
A nd th e Loryeas 
did not propose to let th eir lig h t lie per­ 
du b eneath any b ushel. 
T heir hom e was 
th e 
scene or 
gayety 
an d 
pleasure 
to such a degree th a t an in v itatio n to it 
w as sought as one to th e m ansion of one 
of th e leaders of th e 400 in New Y ork is. 
So all w ent along m ost joyously. 
The 
h u sb an d a n d wife were p articularly d e­ 
voted to each other. 
In d ue tim e a boy 
w as born an d nam ed Jim m y S., after bis 
g randfather, oU m an S tephens. 
Then 
cam e a second son, an d finally ab o u t the 
end of the decade of the six:ties cam e a 
dau g h ter. 
She w as called L au ra, and 
grew up to be a m ost prom ising g irl. She 
w as m arkedly handsom e, w ith th e olive 
skin, an d great brow n eyes of h e r father.

h ap p y . 
A bout th is tim e M rs. Loryea developed 
som e queer traits of character. 
She a l­ 
w ays dressed well, and Bhe seem ed to 
h ave all th a t h eart could'desire in this as 
in all o th er things. 
But h er craze for 
d ress seem ed insatiable. 
T h e store­ 
keepers told strange stories of her fre­ 
quenting th eir establishm ents a n d select­ 
ing th e choicest fabrics, w hich she had 
se n t to h e r house. 
H er taste w as sim ply 
faultless in these m atters, and s h e selected 
th e richest stuffs. W ith th e dress pat ern 
m erit in all cases, gloves, nets an d p ara­ 
sols to m atch . 
It w as alm ost a daily oc­ 
currence for h er to m ak e som e purchase 
of m ore or less m agnitude.

b ick on earth again, and all th e house 
was reported to be full of M rs. L oryea’s 
dress patterns in w hich scissors never 
were put, and gloves w hich h ad never

dream , and th u s th e m arriage w h o 1 had 
t>een th e envy of all th e girls in Oregon 
had wrecked all its hopes on the hollow 
quicksands of foolishness an d sin. Loryea 
com e to .San Francisco, w here he induced 
Senator Jo n es, of N evada, to p ut u p the 
great H am m am baths on D upont street. 
M rs. Loryea drifted out of view an d was 
lost sight of until th e o th er day, w hen 
h er father, old M r. S tephens, died full of 
years and sorrow , alone in O regon, leav­ 
ing an im m ense property by deed to a 
num ber of persons. Sim ultaneously w ith 
th is event, M rs. Loryea crops up rig h t 
here in Los Angeles, as th e contestant of 
h er fath er’s will. 
AFTER THE SEPARATION. 
Of h er history after th e separation w ith 
Dr. Loryea little is know n except th at 
her fath er appeared to h ave U ken a dis­ 
like to h e r and forbade h er visits to her 
m other, w ho died about a year and a 
half ago.

h er m other, M rs. Me C alla visited Port­ 
land, aud m ade an effort to see h e r aged 
parent. 
H er m other saw h er, an d rising 
Jrom a sick bed, clasped h e r in h er arm s. 
T he stern father, who h as ju st died, 
stood an angry witness to this affection­ 
ate scene, and after th e m other and 
d aughter h ad {mished th eir greetings he 
ordered h is daughter to dep art, and 
w ould not allow her to stay longer in the 
house. 
T h at was th e last tim e sh e saw 
eith e r her m other or h er father. 
The 
latter, it appears, lived from th is tim e on 
w ith but one 
purpose 
in view — to 
prevent h is only living child from in ­ 
d en tin g any of th e property w hich he 
would leave behind. 
H e decided th at 
h e would leave no will an d w rote deeds 
to other parties w hich w ere to tak e effect 
upon h is d eath . 
THE FATHER'S DEATH. 
T he bulk of the property was deeded to 
a nephew w ho resides in the E ast, and 
th e rest was deeded to parties whose 
nam es have not been learned, and it is 
to set all these aside th a t th e suit re ­ 
cently com m enced has been brought, th e 
grounds, being th a t her father was not in 
his rig h t m ind w hen th e deeds were 
executed. 
Bhould sh e w in th e suit, the 
property will be divided betw een herself 
an d an d h er cousin. 
I t is said th a t there 
is no doubt b u t she will be able to regain 
a part of th e property, for it belonged to 
h er m other, and th is h e r father had no 
rig h t to deed ajvay, b u t th is will take

M cCalla is a bright 
w riter, his poem s have earned him recog­ 
n ition, and h is pen an d ink sketches 
w ith descriptive tex t have been features 
of Oregon fairs, but h e h a s not been for­ 
tunate, and a t the present tim e he and 
his wife occupy a room in a lodging-house 
on Ban Pedro street n ear Fourth. 
A re­ 
porter of the H erald called upon M rs. 
M cCalla at her room on Saturday even­ 
ing, and found her confined to h er unen­ 
viable q uarters by reason of a sprained 
ankle. 
She was unw illing to talk about 
th e su it which has been brought, and 
referred th e reporter to her attorney, W. 
T. W illiam s, upon w hom th e reporter 
called 
yesterday. 
M rs. 
M cCalla 
is quite a bright appearing lady, and had 
a decided objection to saying anything 
with reference to h er case or her post 
history. 
An article published a short 
lim e since in the Times, she said, was 
false and calculated to injure h er. 
Mr. 
M cCalla was seen later by th e reporter, 
and he had great faith in th e justice of 
his wife’s claim s. 
He preferred to say 
nothing about his relations 
w ith his 
m other, w ho ia still in th e city and was 
a fow days ago residing on Olive street. 
H e said he h ad declined to take aid from 
her, preferring to labor w ith h is pen for 
a living until all should bo set rig h t. The 
possibilities are th a t th e caBe, w hich has 
ju st been com m enced, will call M r. and 
M rs. M cCalla to P o itlan d before long.

A p ia , Sam oa, M arch 30.—A fter the 
storm h ad subsided and th e officers and 
crew s of th e w recked vessels h ad come 
ashore, th e evidence of th e aw ful de­ 
struction w as on every h an d . 
T he G er­ 
m an survivors rem ained in th a t p a it of 
the tow n w here th e property of th e G er­ 
m an T rading C om pany is located, b ut 
th e A m ericans w ere to be seen every­ 
w here. 
T he officers h ad lost th eir u n i­ 
form s, and w ere dressed as com m on 
sailors. 
A dm iral K im berly was tbe last 
to leave tb e T renton. 
H e w ent at once 
to some room s w’hich h ad bean provided 
for him in tb e houEe of an A m erican res­ 
ident. 
THE ADMIRAL’S RTOP.Y. 
Tho A ssociated Press correfp.'ndent 
found th e A dm iral, a few hours later, 
pitting alone on th e porch of a sm all 
house facing th e harbor. 
T here was an 
expression of great anxiety on h is face as 
he sut w atching t ie wrecks of th e A m eri­ 
can toen-of-w ar. 
“ Is it n o t aw ful?” he 
rem arked, as th e corresponde a t took a 
seat by h is side. 
“ In all m y experience 
on sea, I have never seen a storru to 
equal th is one. 
I can hardly realize yet 
the full ex te n t of th e dam age done. 
My 
chief an x iety now is to got these eight or 
nine hu n d red sailors back to Am erica. 
It w ould be of no use for them to rem ain 
here, an d I m u st get them hom e as 
quickly as possible. 
They m u tt get back 
toon in som e w ay.” 
The A dm iral was asked in regard to 
his own experience during th e storm , 
but h ad little to Bay of a personal n ature. 
H e co n tin u e d : “ The fires of th e T renton 
went out a t ten o ’clock in th e m orning, 
and our ru d d er an d propeller w ere car­ 
ried aw ay a t th e sam e tim e. 
N o one can 
realize th e force w ilh w hich th o rudder 
was struck. 
I suppose a piece of w reck­ 
age fouled it. 
T he Pilot-w heel w hirled 
around w ith terrible velocity. 
E very 
spoke in it was broken an d one of the 
m en at th e w heel had his leg broken. 
G reat volum es of w ater poured in upon 
the b erth deck through tb e haw ser pipes. 
The fire room was soon flooded and th e 
fires p u t out. 


a f a t a l f a u l t in c o n s t r u c t io n . 
T he haw se-pipes should n ever have 
fcc9n placed w uero they wore. 
It was a 
piece of faulty construction w hich th e 
G iv ern m en t officials had been asked to 
rem edy several tim e?. 
If they had been 
located on th e deck above, th e w ater 
would n othave com e in . I consider this 
as, indirectly, th e cause of the lcSB of the 
Trenton. 
A fter our steam gave o ut we 
used a storm sail and sent m en into the 
rigging an d used them as sails. T he ship 
was handled skillfully.” 
“ It w ould have been im possible for us 
to steam out of th e h arb o r as the C alli­ 
ope did, aa o n r engines w ere n ot pow er­ 
ful euough. 
W e had on every pouud of 
steam th a t we could carry, an d w ith 
three anchors out wo were n o t able to 
hold up against th e storm . 
W e fought 
agaioit it as long as we could do so, but 
were finally driven back upon th e sh o re.” 
The A dm iral spoke feelingly of the 
death of Capt&iu Schoonm aker an d th e 
other officers an d m en w ho perished. 


c a r l i n ’s c l o s e c a l l . 
L ieutenant C arlin, of th e V andalia, 
probably had th e m ost narrow escape of 
any m an on th e ship. T he cabin woe 
flooded from floor to ceiling, and C arlin 
fell from the deck above through th e 
skylight, down 
iuto th e cabin. 
He 
grasped a sm all rope as he fell, and w ith 
a great effoit succeeded in draw ing h im ­ 
self u p on deck. 
In speaking of h is ad­ 
venture, C arlin said: 
“ My escape was 
m iraculous, and I hardly know how 1 
got out. 
I was standing on th e poop- 
deck. w hen a great wave knocked m e 
through th e cabin skylight. 
I felt my- 
Belf going, threw out m y hands and 
caught a sm all rope. 
I w ent down iDto 
th e w ater 
a n d w as com pletely sun- 
m erged. 
I held on to th at ropo w ith 
one h an d w ith all the strength I had left 
and it w as th at alone th at saved me. 
If 
th e rope h ad broken, or my grasp upon it 
relaxed, I would have been Bwept against 
th e side of th e cabin, far out cf reach of 
th e skylight. T h e w ater in th e cabin 
was sw aying from one side to the other, 
aud I would have been crushed to death 
or drow ned if I had not draw n m yself 
out w hen I did. 
I thought it was all up 
with m e th is tim e, but the vessel gave a 
lu rch , and Í cam e out again through the 
skylight an d drew m yself on deck. 


b r a v e b c h o o k m a k e r ’s d e a t h . 
In speaking of the death of C aptain 
Schoonm aker, M r. Carlin said : 
“ T he 
Caj tr ie stood upon th e deck tbe whole 
m orning, an d it was pitiful to roo him . 
H e h ad io jared him self severely the 
n ight before, an d was bo w eak tb at he 
could hardly stan d . After wo struck and 
th e waves began to w ash over us, I stood 
alongside of him and did all th a t I could 
to keep him on. 
He kept repeating to 
m e th a t he could not stand it m uch 
longer and wonld h ave to go soon. 
1 
urged him to go into the rigging, out he 
insisted th a t he was not equal to the 
effort. 
H e said that he could not walk 
across th e deck ratlines, so I undertook 
to show him how to go. 
I w aited until 
a wave w ashed over th e vessel, and then 
I ru sh ed across the deck and clim bed a 
few feet into th e rigging. 
T he C aptain 
w atched m e intently all th e tim e, but 
th ere was a dubious expression ou his 
face. 
I clim bed down th e rigging again 
and started across the deck to asaist°the 
C aptain to walk over to the ratlines, but 
in th e m eantim e auother great sea had 
w ashed over th e vessel, an d w hen I 
reached th e spot where tho C aptain hath 
been standing he was gone. 
The wave 
had knocked tb e m achine gun against 
him and forced him over in tbe water. 
After th a t I clim bed to the mizzen m y­ 
self an d rem ained there UDtil I escaped 
to tbe d eck of th e T renton.”

A light rain had 
fallen the night before and w ater h ad 
leaked into m any of th e tents occupied 
by th e pailors.

A dm iral K im berly tb e danger of sickness 
breaking out am ong th e m en on account 
of th is exposure, and on behalf of h is 
ow n people he offered to vacate all th e 
Sam oan hem es in A pia and allow tho 
A m erican sailors to h ave th e u se of 
th em .

BAD HYGIENIC CONDITIONS* 
T he officers and m en of th e V andalia 
lost nearly every th in g , and a great m any 
on the T renton fared hut little b etter. 
T he officers are scattered 
h11 over th e 
tow n and have secured such accom m oda 
tions as they can find. 
Ma: v are living 
in native houses. 
T h ere h a s been no 
local governm ent in Apia 
for m ar y 
m onths, owing to the w ars betw een th e 
natives. 
C onsequently th e sanitary con­ 
dition of th e town is very poor. 
T he lit­ 
tle stream s are choked up. 
V egetation 
haR been allowed to grow w ithout check 
aud garbage ia em ptied everyw here. T he 
m eu are obliged to w ork on th e w recks 
in Hie h o t sun, an d th ere ia considerable 
danger of fever. 
BURIAL OF THE BODIES. 
A lthough 14G m en lost th eir lives d u r­ 
ing th e storm , th ere have not been 
m ore th an forty bedies recovered. 
For 
tho 
first 
day 
o r 
two, 
the 
bodies 
of th e A m ericans w ere buried in the 
cem etery connected w ith th e L ondon 
MiHsion and th e bodies of th e G erm ans 
w ere buried in th e F ren ch C atholic 
cem etery, but th a t soon becam e im ­ 
possible, as th e bodies, ow ing to th e 
w arm clim ate, h ad to be buried w here 
they were found. 
A num ber of rough 
h e y 
cjffins were 
m ade, b ut m any of th e 
bodies were buried in native mat*. Som e 
of th e hodiee w eie horribly m utilated by 
beating for hours ag ain st th e coral reefs 
Paym aster A rm s’s body w as recovered 
two days after th e storm . 
It was poti-

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AN OFFICIAL’S OPINION 


Commodore Walker is Very 
non-Committal. 


THE ACTION OF THE OFFICERS 


Probably Fully Justified by the 
Circumstances of the Hurri 
cane at Apia. 


(Associated Prora Dispatches to the Hebald.I 
W ash in gton , April 14.—The long and 
graphic report of the disaster at Samoa 
was read with a great deal of interest 
here. Naval officers generally were of 
the opinion this evening that no blame 
could be attached to anyone for the loss 
of ships and life. They were not in­ 
clined to hazard any decided opinion in 
regard to the handling of the various 
vessels. Commodore Walker, Chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation, and Acting 
Secretary of the Navy probably voiced 
th? general feeling when he said to an 
Associated Press reporter, to-night: “Any 
man who gives an opinion is simply 
gues&ing. We do not know just now 
matters stocd, and it would he merely 
guess-work to say what might have been 
done. It is impossible to tell much about 
it. There were some fine men and ex­ 
cellent officers on the ships and we know 
that tbe vessels were lost. Admiral 
Kimberly is a splendid officer and a fine 
man, and Captain Farquhar,Commander 
MullaD,ard Captain Schoonmaker of the 
Vandalia, who lost his life, were excel­ 
lent officers. They doubtless did all 
they could. I think that probably there 
is no blame to be attached to anyone ” 
Commodore Walker thought the escape 
of the Calliope was largely a matter of 
luck. She probably owed her survival, 
he caid, to the fact that she had more 
steam power than the other vessels. The 
despatches show that she had it very 
hard working out of the harbor, only 
maxing about half a mile an hour. 
Again, the Calliope may have been more 
favorably placed than the German and 
American vessels. Our vessels may not 
have been able to go against the fearful 
gale, and if they had been, it may be 
that they were not able to turn round so 
as to get out; “ but,” said the Commo­ 
dore, “ we can’t tell. It’s all guess 
work." 
The management, of all the vessels, 
Commodore Walker added, seemed to be 
about the same after the hurricane struck 
them. The mistake that seemed to have 
been raado was in staying inside the 
harbor, but this was a case of our hind 
sight being better than our fore sight. 
The vessels may not have had time to 
get out. 
There 
was no telling 
though, but what some of the vessels 
might have gono down with all on board 
even if they had to put to sea. It was 
probable, however, that they would have 
pulled through, but there, said ha, the 
judgment of the ttlicers would come in. 
and they, no doubt, did what seemed 
best. They may have thought that a 
blow was coming up, but that they 
could weather it. They all took the 
same coarse, and were all caught in the 
same box. Men could not do a great 
deal in these 
hurricances. when 
the wind blew like everythin" and 
the seas were heavy almost beyond con­ 
ception. He rein-, mbered a hurricane in 
Barbadoes which blew down large, heavy 
stone buildings and razed almost the 
whole town, and this seemed to have 
been snch a storm. The Idaho, a United 
States war vessel, was once caught at sea 
In a hurricane, and though ehe escaped, 
she was worthless afterwards, and the 
wind was so fearful that it forced the 
oakum out from between the planking of 
the deck, and twisted she vessel all out 
of shape until it resembled the twisted 
withes in a wicker basket. The deck 
was so sprung that yon could go down 
below and see through the crevices what 
was going on above. A little more and 
the veseel would have foundered. 
The Commodore, in a sentence, 
expressed 
his 
opinion of 
hurri­ 
canes 
by 
saying, 
“ I 
don’t 
want any 
hurricanes 
in mine.” 
“ We were more fortunate than the Ger­ 
mans,” he said, “ in not losing so many 
m en; but this was our good luck. They 
were all lighting for their lives and did 
everything they could. All the vessels 
adopted the samo course, and none of 
them could do anything much out 
of the way. Each boat had three 
or four anchors down and kept steam­ 
ing up to them. We were ficquently 
in collision and did not have much room 
to move about. It might have been that, 
bad only one veseel been in the harbor 
she could have been saved. 
Admiral Porter was seen, but he had 
not yet read the published reports and 
therefore could not express any opinion 
on the situation.

Americans are its vic­ 
tims more than any other people on 
earth. It loves a brilliant mark, and the 
best and brainiest of our land become its 
prey. It is incurable. When once within 
its clutches the subject undergoes a liv­ 
ing death; a slow, tortuous, deceptive, 
one, but still the dark river is inevitably 
reached.

People of small mental caliber need 
not fear paresis, provided they do not 
cripple their brains by over-indulgence 
in liquor. 
Statistics show that but one per cent of 
the cases reported are women. 
From the time when the first traces of 
the disease are apparent, but three years 
are required to consign the patient to the 
grave. There are cases where the pa­ 
tient lingers on for twelve or fourteen 
years. This only occurs where the pa­ 
tient is given to alcoholic and narcotic 
excesses and possesses, in addition, great 
physical powers. 
For three-quarters of 
that period he is a pitiable eight. His 
frame is without the slightest spark of 
life, his eyes are lustreless, his muscles 
flabby, and flesh that of a corpse. In a 
word, he is a helpless idiot, tortured by 
dark hallucinations, tormented by phys­ 
ical fears, and death finally comes as a 
glad release. 
Brilliant msn are the first to fall be­ 
neath its insidious advance. Bankers, 
lawyers, editors, actors, playwrights, and 
even doctors, compose the greater part 
of the roll of its victims. In the very 
fact tbat its progress is insidious the 
danger lies. When the symptomB are 
discovered the patient has gone beyond 
hope of recovery. Once the work of 
mental disintegration begun, tbe only 
end is the grave.

quentlv misunderstood by many people. 
It is generally supposed to be insanity- 
pure and simple with a new name. It is 
the fashion nowadays to call all forms of 
mental disturbance paresis. It is a par­ 
alyzing of the nerve fibres. Tbe disease 
has increased alarmingly within tbe 
last eight or ten years, and from what I 
can learn is dependent directly upon vice 
and not upon the overworking of tbe 
brain. 
Syphilis and alcholism fre­ 
quently induce it. 
“I have seen innumerable cases of 
paresis in the asylums, and many in my 
private practice, and find as a rule that 
tho disease attacks those primarily dissi­ 
pated aud who nre addicted to a great 
deal of irregular amount of menial work. 
Generally the first symptoms begin with 
despondency or depression, which is fol­ 
lowed after a time with wonderfully ex- 
travagent ideas. Some subjects believe 
that they 
can 
make 
enormous 
wealth by the carrying out of a scheme 
or idea they cherish. Others believe 
they have a heaven-born mission to do 
something good and great for their fellow- 
man, such as the establishment of new 
faiths or doctrines. The schemes are 
always colossal. The victim of paresis 
never entertains anything small. When 
under the domination of these delusions, 
the subject is influenced by bis surround­ 
ings, and is likely to treat with violence 
any one who questions his powers or 
belief. 
“After this period has pasfed away, 
there may be a cessation of the symp­ 
toms of paresis, aud his fiiends begin to 
hope that the patient may recover. Tho 
period may last five or six months, but 
with the certainty of faith the apparent 
soundness of mind vanishes and tho wild 
mental pictures return with greater force 
than before. The disease then makes 
its way, with probably recurring periods 
of fiioity, 
but 
they are always 
shorter, and tbe inevitable end comes. 
“ With the progress of tho disease the 
frame wastes away, tho strength leaves 
the patient, the muscles become flabby, 
and general paralysis sets in. ^ At the 
last stage of bis illness the patient be- 
comos devoid of consciousness, incapable 
of motion, his eyes are lustreless, salva 
oozes, from bis mouth, and he fades 
away from earth. 
Men are almost always the victims of 
paresis, and they generally vary in age 
from forty to forty-five years. Ouly 1 
per cent, or thereabout of known caaes 
of paresis aro women. Alcohol, syphilis 
and overwork in au irregular way and 
in irregular hours, are the causes of 
paresis. 
“Excessive mental work, with recourse 
to narcotics, alcoholic or other stimulants, 
frequently causes paresis. This is fre­ 
quently exemplified in the case of 
bankers, lawyers, journalists, and others 
who insist upon working sixteen hours a 
day, and who employ stimulants to keep 
up the-ir strength instead of getting 
natural rest. 
Dr. Joeoph McDonald, who was a con­ 
spicuous figure at the Berlin and Copen­ 
hagen medical conferences, was the next 
seen by the reporter. 
“Paresis!” he exclaimed, “ well, I can 
give any man a a sure recipe for getting 
it. Let him persistently work night and 
day, take no exercise, scheme in his 
office continually for power or wealth, 
and, when mentally fatigued, 'brace up’ 
ou absinthe, tobacco, take quack nos­ 
trums, which half the time contain 
opium, and he will be sure to have 
paralysis of the nerve fibers of the brain, 
or paresis in very few years.” 
“Is there any cure for it?” 
“Only in the grave, and for the man 
who has paresis the quicker he gets there 
the better.” 
Dr. Maurice J. Lewi, of Albany, a noted 
specialist on brain diseaee«, was next 
Been at the Fifth Avenue Hotel. Dr. 
Lewi read a paper on that very theme at 
the Herlin conference. 
‘ Outside of certain excepses and canees 
arising from alcoholic indulgence and 
syphilis, there are two other induce­ 
ments to pareeis but seldom commented 
upon. The first is the excessive use of 
cigarettes by the youth of the present 
day and an overindnlgence in all kinds 
of malt liquors. Nearly evei cigarette 
smoker inhales the smoke. The nicotine 
first goi-B to the lungs and then lodges in 
the brain. If you observe, on inhaling 
a cigarette a feeling of intoxication over­ 
comes the smoker. That kept up for a 
number of years will caose mental stag­ 
nation and finally paresis. Why, do you 
ask? Simply because most of these 
cigarettes contain opium, to give them 
flavor and strength. This opium inhaled 
or years will eventually cause paresis, 
both from iti own inherent qualities and 
from the fact that as an excitant it leads 
to other excesses. 
. 
“The same can be said of certain 
grades of beer. 
Many manufacturers 
put opium in their malt in order to give 
the beer a soporific effect. This is only 
noticeable in the poor grades of beer. 
The poorer classes of people consequently 
suffer. That you can see in the case ol 
poor Gormans, who frequently commit 
suicide.

m in d ; beyond and far above them all is 
th e expansion of the glorious gospel of 
the Lord Jesus Christ and with it that 
civilisation which alone gives to man 
kind true happiness here and the encour­ 
aging promise of greater bliss hereafter. 
I have not time to present in detail a 
jHcture of then and now, but of this I 
confidently affirm that all the majestic 
material progress of which we boast has

cause illumined by the light that beams 
from the cross of Jesus—the cross once 
despised, but now high above every ban­ 
ner, the symbol of a kingdom more pow- 
erfnl than all the kingdoms of earth, the 
banner of Him who wears the crown of 
«niversal dominion, is King of Kings and 
Lord of Lords. We indulge no vain 
fancy; we do not expatiate in the realms 
wf im agination; we are not deceived by 
th e illusions of hope when we say 
th at ere another half century passes, 
before our brother 
who 
this 
day 
is to be made a priest in the Church ceie- 
’ 
* h 
bratee his fiftieth anniversary, the prom­ 
ise will be fulfilled, “ The knowledge of 
the Lord will cover the earth,” and “ at 
the name of Jesus every knee will bow.” 
The act which you, m y Christian 
friends, will witness this morning in the 
advancement of a deacon to the office of 
priest, is novel to the eyes of many here 
present, but it is not new ; it is as old as 
th e Church of the living God. It began 
when the kingdom of Christ began. The 
blessed Savior came, not only to pro­ 
claim liberty to sin-bound souls, to show 
th e way of life to nations groping in 
darkness, to teach those principies which 
nnite men in a common brotherhood, to 
.g¿ve to the world a new philosophy 
which would revolutionize the old sys­ 
tem s of 
social science and political 
economy ; He came for these purposes, 


ing and skeptical pharisees. 
To that 
question I reply: The Bishop of Northern 
California represents the authority of the 
church in theselJnited States as positively 
as dee* the duly commissioned Governor 
of California represent the power of this 
sovereign State. The church in these 
United States is complete in herself. 
She ifl an independent branch of the one 
Holy Catholic and Apostolic Church, for 
the one church has many branches, 
even as there are many branches of the 
true vine, all recognized and blessed of 
God if they bring forth fruit. The church 
in America derives her orders from the 
church in England, that faithful branch 
which has spread over the whole earth 
to which we may apply the words of the 
dying patriarch to Joseph : 
“ Joseph is 
«‘fruitful bough, whose branches run 
over the w all; the archers have sorelv 
grieved him and shot at him, and hated 
him . But his bow abode in strength 
and the arm s of his hands were made 
strong by the mighty God of Jacob.” 
The church in England, began in apos­ 
tolic days, probably was founded by 
apostolic hands. I accept the pleasing 
fact that the Gospel was preached to 
Ancient Britons by the great Apoetle to 
the Gentiles, who compassed the then 
known earth to proclaim the crucified 
one as the Lord of Glory. 
In the second 
century cnnrcbes were built in that 
island, which in this nineteenth centnry 
is the grand Christian Pharoe, sending 
the 
light 
of 
the 
Gospel to 
dis­ 
tant lands, guiding the peoples into 
the 
way 
of 
truth. 
The 
church 
in Britain had her independent, undis­ 
turbed existence until S xon idolaters 
entered the land and forced the old Brit- 
one to seek refuge in the mountains of 
Wales. 
Thither 
went the Christian 
bishops, priests and deacons, and they 
kept the fires burning on the altars of 
Goepel Truth. Bishops from Britain sat 
in the early councils of the Church, and 
by their piety and learning, checked the 
spread of those heresies which in primi­ 
tive day? threatened the faith. The feax- 
ons held the southern portion of the 
bland, and to them was sent from Rome 
the missionary monk Augustine, who 
afterwards, by foreign consecration, was 
made First Archbishop of Canterbury. 
He labored to induce tne old Anglican 
bishops to accept allegiance to the Bishop 
of Italy, known as the Pope of Rome, but 
they refused and held their independent 
jurisdiction until forced 
to yield to 
usurped power and wear the Papal yoke. 
Tnis subjugation was accomplished in 
part by the conquest of England by Nor- 


continent, in which the Church had been 
planted for more than 170 years. Thank 
God, the few who rem ained were faith­ 
ful, and, amid discouragemento and diffi­ 
culties, evil reports and persecutions, be­ 
gan to restore the waste places of Zion. 
Zealous were their labois, heavy and 
many their disappointm ents; but at last 
the Episcopate was secured, and on 
September 17, 1792,3 years and 5 months 
hence, wo wdl celebrate the centennial 
of the coneecration of the first Bishop of 
the Anglican Church on American soil. 
This was more than three years after the 
inauguration of our first President, jurily 
revered as the father of his country, the 
great, the wise, the patriotic W ashington; 
honored in every relation of life; worthy 
of love and esteem because he was a 
pious man, a friend of Bishop White, a 
communicant of the Church. 
Wonderful changes have we seen since 
that day of small things. 
Now we have 
on our own liit the nam es of 151 Bishops, 
and of these 71 arc to-day doing Apos'olic 
work. 
The less than 40 priests are now 
more 3,900 serving in 4 580 parishes and 
missions. 
I was confirmed in 1829 by 
Bishop John H enry Hobart, the eleventh 
in order of American Bishops aud at that 
time only ten Bishops were liviog. 
I 
was ordained deacon April 18. 1839, by 
BiBhop Benjamin Treadwell Onderdonk, 
a good, bnt persecuted man, he the 
twenty-fourth Bishop on our American 
list, aud then there were only fifteen 
Biahope with jurisdiction. To-day there 
are sixty-eight Bishops. Then there was 
no Bishop west of Ohio or south and west 
of Kentucky. 
Now dioceses extend from 
ocean to ocean, from lakes to gulf. Bish­ 
ops are everywhere, on mountain and 
on valley, tableland and prairie. 
Altars 
are every where and the cross points to 
the skills from buildings majestic and 
beautiful. Dpring this solemn season 
of I^ent and specially during the coming 
Holy Week will be heard from all our 
churches the plaintive supplications of 
the Litany, the sad story of the agony in 
Getbsemaue, the suffering in the Judg­ 
ment Hall and on Calvary. Every city 
has its cliuicb, hospital and asylums, 
homes for those who suffer, whether in 
mind, body or estate. 
Each diocese lias 
its schools for C hristian nurture,in which 
our “ sons may grow up us the young 
plants, 
our 
daughters 
be 
as the 
polished 
corners 
of 
the 
temple.” 
Learned and devout men serve at our 
altars ; pious women, bands of self-deny­ 
ing si9ters, m inister in tbeir appropriate 
places in those offices of tenderness and 
love for which, by nature and God’s 
blessing, they are qualified. Glorious 
Church ; Church of our fathers, or Church 
of our choice; C hurch into which we 
were adm itted by holy baptism ; bletued 
by the laying on of hands by the un­ 
doubted successor of St. Peter and St.

which this bondage became complete 
and the old Church was bound hand and 
foot* by chains forged in Rome, ann 
the coward King John, A. D. 1200, 
basely surrendered his royal dignity 
and held bis kingdom of 
England 
as a fief of Rome. This surrender was 
avenged by King Henry V III, who, A. 
D. 1533, declared that the Pope had no 
authority in England, and proclaimed 
himself “ protector and chief head of the 
C hurch.” 
Thus the papal usurpation 
was cast off, and the old Anglican Church 
restored to its position of independent 
dignity, this not made complete imme­ 
diately but by successive acts iccleasiaa- 
tical and royal, through a period of nearly 
100 years in the reigns of Henry, Edward 
and Elizabeth. Thus was the church 
cleansed of false doctrines and unscrip- 
tural practices. The ancient Anglican 
Church came again into her apostolic 
inheritance, with Bishops, Priesta and 
Deacons, with the sacraments which the 
Lord had ordained, with a form of wor- 


feeds her children on the sacrament of 
the altar with the bread that cometh 
down from heaven ; yea, glorious Church, 
ot which we can say :

He equips them for their majestic march 
to victory and promises, “ Lo.

Thus,

th e Goepel , began, and by those to whom 
the authority was first committed, it has 
been continued. 
As Jesus sent the 
nieven, so have they sent others, officers 
of different degree, through the ages 
down to our own time. When the Christ 
was on earth, He was the chief pastor. 
W ith Him were the chosen 
twelve 
and the seventy Disciples holding offices 
of different degree and responsibility. 
W hen the Master had ascended, the 
eleven took his 
place 
and 
elected 
M atthias to fill the apoetolate from which 
Ja d a s fell; the seventy were advanced to 
th e official 
position 
vacated by the 
twelve when they were raised to tho 
highest dignity ; and deacons were ap ­ 
pointed to officiate in subordinate offices 
of the church. 
Of these, 8t. Stephen, 


hat glorious event, for which we de­ 
voutly thank God, is generally known as 
the Reformation. 
More properly it is 
styled the restoration, or the renovation. 
A new church did not come into exist­ 
ence ; the old church was restored to her 
place of dignity and power; the Apostles 
and the Nicene Creeds were agaiu pub­ 
lished as symbols of the gospel faith, in­ 
stead of Papal rescripts which had no 
foundation in gospel truth. Through the 
ancient and apoitolic Anglican Church, 
subjected to Rome by the cowardice of 
King John, delivered from usurpation 
by Henry V III, we of the American 
Church have our union with the church 
ot apostolic days. 
I cannot positively fix the time when 
the services of our ritual were first cele­ 
brated upon our continent, but of this I 
oilirm that the day after the colonists 
lauded at Jamestown, Va., May 14, 1607, 
an altar of tnrf waserecied anil decorated 
with foliage and flowers. 
Upon it the 
Holy Eucharist was consecrated by Rev. 
Robert Huut and administered to those 
whom God had guided safely over the 
deep waters to be among the fouuders of 
a threat empire in a new world. This was 
thirteen years before the Pilgrims landed 
on Plymouth rock. 
From that small be­ 
ginning the church has grown to her 
present strength. Through colonial days 


you are careless and perfunctory, this 
ministry will prove to you a yoke of 
bondage, a heavy burden which will rob 
you of all comfott here aud bring you to 
the abyss of perdition hereafter.
